Italy Aflame With Spirit 


The first blow in the Turko-Italian war has been 


struck by Italy within twenty-four hours of the declar- 
ation of hostilities. Italian warships under the com- 
mand of the Duke of the Abruzzi, have bombarded the 
Turkish seaport of Prevesa, destroying the government 
'nouses there and disabling a Turkish torpedo boat. 


There had been no hostilities at Tripoli up to 9 


o'clock this morning, imt Italians are reported to have 
landed west of Tripoli. 


A large Italian cruiser is reported to have gone 


ashore on the Tripoli coast. 


Turkey has asked the United States, to take charge 


of Turkey's subjects in Italy, but in the meantime Gor* 
many appears to have assumed this obligation. 


The Turkish government is strengthening its mili- 


tary forces on the Greek and 
Montenegrin 
frontiers. 


The Turkish parliament has been summoned to meet im- 
mediately. Turkey has addressed another appeal to 
the powers -saying there is still time to prevent the evil 
effects of a conflict.

In Italy the declaration of war agajnst Turkey has 


6(ien received with enthusiasm in all parts of the' couu- 
'try. 


The impression prevails in diplomatic quarters in 


Berlin that the conflict will be of short duration. 


A news agency dispatch from Rome to Berlin states 


that the bombardment of Tripoli began this morning, but 
there is no confirmation of this from other sources.

It is the theory of the police that 


this man may ha,ve been responsible 
for the shot fired. 


Father Sullivan is about 25 years 


old and was ordained to the priesthood 
only about six months ago. He is in- 
clined to believe that the affair was 
accidental.

EFFECTIVE OARBAGK DISPOSAL. 


(Journal of t.he American .Medical Association.) 


Until lately American practice in tho matter of gar- j 


bage disposal has not been a mattpr for national pride. 
< 


Two methods have been common—unsightly, malodorous 
piles of decomposing refuse have been—in some places 
still are!—allowed to accumulate in the vicinity of dwel- 
lings, or cheap, Ineffectual "disposal plants" installed 
and operated by greedy or dishonest private contractors 
have heen run for a few years and then allowed to lapse | 
into well-earned oblivion. 
Neither procedure is credit- 


able to a civilized state. 
There is really no need for a I 


continuance of tho offensive and wasteful methods that 
have been commonly employed in this country. 


At. least two methods of garbage disposal have proved 


effective in typical American cities—incineration and- re- 
duction. 
In the incinerating type all kinds of refuse, 


ashes, paper, rags, scraps of food, kitchen waste, 
etc., 


are fed together 
into crematories and burned. 
In 


European works of this type the heat generated by the 
combustion with a forced draft is a source of consider- 
able revenue. 
-One of the best examples of an incin- 


erator plant in this country is the Milwaukee incinerator, j 
which has been in full operation since May, 1D10. 
At 


the old Milwaukee plant the cost of disposal reached as 
high as $1.37 per ton of garbage, while the cost at tho 
new plant is less than 60 cents per ton. 
If the excess 


supply of steam generated at the pplant is economically 
utilized the .ict.ual cost will be further greatly reduced. 


In garbage reduction works the sorted garbage' is 


passed through 
various 
digesters, tanks and 
roller 


presses with a view to extracting the valuable portions, 
especially the fats and the nitrogenous matters. 
The 


Columbus (Ohio) plant, put. in operation In July, 1910, 
is the first; reduction plant in this country designed and 
constructed by a municipality. 
Successful financial op- 


eration of this plant appears in the fact that it. netted 
$2.000 a month for the first six months. 


The reasonable and business-like way of approaching 


the garbage disposal question is the employment of a 
reputable aad competent engineer to examine local con- 
ditions and report on such topics as the most, economical 
routes for collection and transportation, 
the establish- 


ment and location pt one or more ^centers for disposal 
nnd the final method of treatment—incineration or re- 
duction—best suited fo the amount and nature of the 
refuse gathered. 
Small towns should beware of tho man 


with patented machinery. 
In all cases the expert adviser 


is better than the quack.

AncT this is what our

The most rnagniticent 


sight we ever behold is a great MS 
capacious man growing up from a lit- 
tle boy. 
Man's Failure. 


Now, In the race's chlltlhooa, we ar< 


told, God made a man. 
But the man 


the Lord God made, through no faul 
of God, was a failure. 
And let us be 


manly enough to' confess that man' 
fall was not a fad heavenwards, either 
For, as Dr. Nevvmr^ Smith says, "I 
ig.but a superficial view to

man's fall as a fall upwards. It is i: 
itself considered a descent, nothini 
but a descent, and never an 
ascem 


No retrogression, taken by itself, ca 
be regarded as a step forward. Man' 
fall is a fall awn.v from his true typ< 
Sill is a plunge downwards, and int 
darkest depth's." 
Also, Prof. Rxulolp 


Bui'keri, of tho University 
of 
Jem 


writes In his last book: "Where eve 
lution prevail*, tbc order of the whol 
prescribes what is to be done at eac 
point, and the direction to be followc 
—there Is no choice and no freedom 


f decision. 
But without these ^Jhere ' 


an be no history, in the specifically 
human sense. 
To talk of historical 


evolution is, properly speaking,, an 
absurdity. 
Where there is evolution, 


here Is no real history; and where 
here is history, there is no evolution. 
For if we are to have history, the in- 
dividual must have freedom ,and rea- 
son, but this is excluded by evolution." 


As yo» know, Eucken is not a the- 


ologian. He is a philosopher, rated by 
many the greatest philosopher living. 
Now, 
it seems to me that Euckeri is 


endeavoring to teach Christians an es- 
sential lesson. It is this: We should 
never become morally mawkish in our 
attempt to be fashionably scientific: 
For thus do we Nietzschelze Christian 
morals. That is, we lead them into an 
atheistic 
slaughter-house. 
And for 


what? 
Why, that the life-blood of 


Christian morals may be yielded up 
simply to gratify the brutality of a 
philosophic butcher. And every time 
we are guilty of this un-Christlan thing 
we belittle the high and noble Inter- 
ests of science itself. 
For when an 


age takes a worthy hypothesis 
like 


evolution, and Insists that the. hy- 
pothesis Is not secondary, but a klnc 
of primary Messiah named the reign 
of law, then It Is time for us to real- 
ize that science, morals and humanity 
are all alike grievously wounded. For 
then It Is Jio longer evolution, but de 
•volution, which Is another name fo 
[evolution!

chadnezzar had destroyed. 
Let 
us 


read from our Bibles all about what 
GobT showed to Ezekiel at that time, 
and what God said to' him. Begin at 
the fortieth chapter 
of Ezekicl and 


read seven chapters. 


The most wonderful part of the vis- 


ion was "the river."' 
We will read 


about that in the forty-seventh chap- 
ter. The river seemed to flow out from 
under the front door (the east) of the 
temple, not a great rushing river at 
first, but clear and small and beau- 
tiful, and then It flowed around the 
temple, growing wider and deeper, and 
still it kept on. unltl it flowed through 
nil of the land; beatutlful trees bearing 
fruit grew on each side of the river, 
and fishermen cast their 
nets 
and 


caught fish, and so the river was a 
great blessing to all. of the people. 
God gave the vision of the river to 
Ezekiel that he might tell It to the cap- 
tives, and they then would know that 
It was God's intention to let them go 
back to their own land, and build 
gain the beautiful temple, and them- 
clves be like the river—a blessing to 


-nanity. It has riven us sublime art 
in paintings and engravings. 
It bus 


siven a literature exalted In character 
because it portrays life as It has been 
touched by God's truth. It has given 
us schools, colleges, hospitals, asy- 
lums, all of which make for the bet- 
terment of mankind. We have lived 
so long In this beneficent atmosphere 
that It will be difficult for us to realize 
that there Is.anything different in any 
part of'the world, and so It Is well for 
us to compare notes with missionaries 
who have a realizing sense of what 
the world would be without Christ. 
' Ask a child what Iwtlie greatest river 
In the United States, and from his 
knowledge of geography, he will quick- 
ly say.

;he colonial office is urged to help in 
prohibiting liquors In states not under 
the Jurisdiction of United South Africa. 
Th« figures show that vast quantities 


of liquors are imported into mo oi^-es 
of Nigeria, Somaliland, Rhodesia and 
Bechunaland. 
The consumption of 


liquors amounts to 10.000,000 cases of 
spirits annually, most of it 
coming 


from Hamburg. 
The government, it 


is said, dislikes the traffic, but can not 
get along without the revenue. 
In- 


quiries show that the natives of Ni- 
geria anci elsewhere do not at present 
crave drink, but the merchant is driven 
by competition to offer It a kind of 
premium. 'Those who profit chiefly by 
the trade are the government by the 
revenue, and the-German firms who 
make the stuff. Many men in South 
Africa and Great Britain.are seeking 
to secure international action to pro- 
hibit the importation and sale of spirits 
In 'the South African states. The in- 
ternational reform bureau of Washing- 
ton is seeking to secure such interna- 
tional action on the part of the great 
powers as will .prohibit the traffic in 
opium and spirits among all the back- 
ward races of the world. It believes 
that the time has come for the Chris- 
tian nations to draw up a charter of 
rights for the unrepresented millions 
fo the backward races.

Thexleather 
boots were mud to the hips, nnd, as for the whitfc 
trousers, (hey "were unrecognizable. 
After-Monkuran 


had sprinkled every leaf of my family tree with 
venom, the' way you spray arsenic on a fruit tree, 
he informed me that we were nil fakers. 
He gave 


us two hours to leave the village. 


"It didn't take us that long. Ten minutes after 


the interview was closed we were all four galloping 
through the forest with fifty of old Monkuran's best 


say. Harry, on the flag In pigments was painted tuj 
face. Fancy, Harry, my face on a flag. Bill Tyke 
did that. He used to be a sign painter, you know. I 
bad a beard three months old and my hair looked like 
a grizzly, though Leo Waring had made an effort at 
cutting It.

"Anyway, it tickled the natives. ,We called the 


republic Stellaland. 
You remember

W« 
cut calico Into long strips about an Inch wide, and 
this fellow painted the little profiles on them in long 
columns. These were all turned over to Sam How- 
ard, who was In charge of the Post Office Department, 
and when n native wanted to mall n'tetlcr he would, 
give a certain number of beads for a«-many 'stamps' 
ns he wanted.

"There was no reason In the world why they ohotild 


hnve mailed letters, but they liked the Idea of It, and 
we used the bonds to purchase otter skins and othpt 
things from the natives who had pnld them to ns. 


"Do you know, Hnrry, I never thought. I could, but 


I got to like those black savages? They seemed like 
children to me, nnd I used to take an interest In try- 
ing to get them civilized. We accumulated nny num- 
ber of entile—enough to have mado. us rich in MM 
Colony—and we were kings, you know. I mended th« 
old uniform and made it even more gorgeous than II 
hnd been. I used to review the army twice a week 
nnd preside over the council, which really didn'l 
hnve a thing to say about running tilings. The natives 
used to come to me to settle their disputes, and fight- 
ing was at a minimum.

"Well, tbnt's about all. Government came aloiig"X

acclaim th» victor. The combination is necessary oi 
an athlete at his best (which, contrary to public opin- 
ion, is a rather rare occurrence) and ideal conditions— 
neither unfavorable, for then a record,Is almost Im- 
possible, nor in the least favorable, for then to out 
ward influences Is attributed the high standard of th« 
performance, anrl the authorities will not accept it. 


With the meets wide apart and conditions ever nn> 


certain, the reader will realize tho difficulties in th« 
path of the record breaker. HR Is Indeed deserving of 
onr highest admiration, so let us handclap and cheer 
enthusiastically with the rest when he succeeds, for n« 
has earned our plaudits.

A stroke of bad luck robbed Platt Adams, the New 


York Athletic Club all round athlete, of a world's 
mark in tbe broad jump. In 1910 at Celtic Park he 


tunately brushed the ground with his hand at 83 feet 
9% inches, and although the judges could find no flaw 
in the jump and allowed him the latter distance, the 
record could not. be recognized. 


High winds have caused many performances to be 


discarded, and probably on several occasions without 
reason. One may take as example Melvin Sheppard's 
500 yard run in 574-5 seconds, made in July, 1910, 
which equalled Burkc's world figures. It was rejected 
because the breeze was thought to have helped him. 
A few days later he reduced the time, to 57 3-5 seconds 
on the way to 600 yards, which leads to thc belief that 
the other performance was most likely a fair one. 


Technicalities frequently stand in the way of the 


athlete. 
In March. 1910, M. Kirjassoff, of, Vale, 


stepped half a mile indoorsyin 1 minute 564-5 seconds, 
record time, but he was competing in a relay race, and 
this made the mark unacceptable.

OF DELINQUENT 
BORROWERS 


T is a singular thing tnat che ethics 
I 


of book borrowing should be so often 
disregarded by people who are in every 
other respect above reproach. 


Take, for example, a typical case:— 


Ton have an attractive copy of "Mon 


sieur Beaucaire," let us say, and it pleases 
yon to loan this to a friend who has not 
read the book. In doing so your inten- 
tion is not to give it away, only to share 
yonr pleasure, and to make the volume 
do donble or «ven multiple duty, as every 
good book should. 


However, as it happens, this is the last 


of your stewardship of that particular 
copy of the romance. 
Your friend tells 


rou^that she has.liked the book and 
"must bring it back the nest time she 
comes," and a year or two later when 
fon happen to cast your eye along the 
shelves in her library you notice your 
"Beaucaire" shouldering other volumes 
tome of which may, perhaps, have been 
as miscellaneously collected. 


Ton lack the courage to mention the 


Eact that this wag once a treasured pos- 
•ession of your own, and on your way 
home you stop at a book store and pur- 
chase * duplicate copy, which will nev«r 
be quite the same to yon as the dear 
original. 


Without doubt yonr friend has long 


irince forgotten the source from which 
the volume was obtained, ftnd has a vague 
Impression that it was a gift from some 
me, though she csn't remember exactly 
irhen or by whom it was given her, bu 
If on the flyleaf of the book she find 
i little decoration bearing the words "Ex 
Libris, Jane Doe" or some similar legeni 
«h« cannot make any mistake as to it 
ownership, and the volume trill probably 
find its way back in time into your own 
library.

which the book borrower can fairly 
be charged in "carelessness: there is 


never anything intentional in her misap 
propriation of your volumes. 
In her 


absorption in other matters and interests 
this is one of the little details which 
has slipped h*r attention, and for thnt 
reason you hnve not the heart to inflict 
the mortification of recalling it to her. 


Instead of following the usual course 


of politely, but firmly, refusing to nllow 
any of yonr volumes over to be taken 
from your library, the simplest and 
easiest way of making sure that they 
will be returned to their own proper 
shrives is by the use of the hook plate. 


It is not an unpleasant remedy; any 


volume is the more attractive for Tinving 
one «f these decorations on its flyleaf.

very gentle reminder to the borrower 
which cannot possibly offend.

Such damage includes tears, .loose 


leaves and illustrations, mud anrl ink 
stains and pencil marks. The materials 
required are simple—a jar of flour paste 
or tnhe of photographic paste, a solution 
consisting of a toaspoonful of ammonia 
to one cup of warm water, a couple of 
large paint brushes for pasting, sharp 
scissors, several rolls of adhesive mend- 
ing tissue (sold at any stationer's store 
lor a few cents a roll), and some sheets 
of thin white paper. 


The mending tissue is used for cover- 


ing straight or even uneven tears in the 
margins of pages, the strips being wetted 
and pressed down over the torn edges. 
As the tissue is transparent it does not 
mar the type for reading purposes. Even 
long, jagged tears may be mended In 
this way, and a firmer union may no 
effected by pasting the tissue on both 
Bides of the page. 


Where a corner has bcen,.torn across or 


a piece torn oat nf the margin, trim the 
odge.s with the scissors, ami cover the 
rent with a piece of white paper, cuttin; 
it a little larger than the original ren 


iheet.; then press it. into place in the 
back of rh<> hook until the edges are true 
with those of the bonk. 
Then close the 


book and le.ive it until it is perfectly .dry. 
Do not. paste the loose lenf to the next 
page nf tie hook.

WANTED to build n telephone set 
some time ago. and mnde n transmitter 
like the sketch. I found thnt if it wns 


plnced in any pnrt of a Inrge room the 
slightest whisper* could he plniuly henrd. 
n watch could be henrd ticking, and if a 
fly walked upon the box thnt forms the 
base every step sounded loud nn.i plain. 
It is easy to make and very cheap. Get 
two pieces of carbon one inch long (car- 
bon ' t h n t the electrician throws, away 
when he fixes the corner arc light will be 
allright). Scrape one end of each down 
to a point with n file or n knife .tnd 
smooth it off with a niece of cloth: it will 
rub into a nice polish (c c). Get twoj 
pieces of spring brass or copper live! 
inches long, bend them iin straight one 
inch from the end and.punch a hole in 
the-shorttend, as in the sketch (s). Make 
two little clips to clasp the carbon as m 
the sketch (c): these are made of spring 
brass two and a half inches long, one 
inch of each end being bent up straight, 
and solder them to the top of the longest 
ends of the springs (s). Get a piece of 
brass three, inches long and bend up 'one 
inch from the en'd: this brass Khould.be 
one-half inch wide and one-eighth inch 
thick. 
A hole is drilled in the bottom 


big enough to let a 6-32 machine screw 
pass through. In the long end drill and 
tap for 6-32 machine screw; fhis must 
be done by a machinist or blacksmith. 
It will be done for a -few cents. A sound^

chines, In stereotype, lo crush orig- 
inality. 
The result of this Is intcl- 


ectunl feebleness. 
We must

lo overcome tills tendency and

Doubtless you have observed that 


the apples on some of your trees were 
dropping off. and at the flowering end 
there were little patches 
of brown 


dust. 
' 


The dropping of the apples was 


caused by the codling-moth, and the 
patches of brown dust were the void- 
ings of the worm as it bored its way 
into the fruit. 
- The codline-moth spends the winter 
as a tiny worm, serurely wrapped up 
in an ovprcoat r,f silk, in barrels, boxes 
and under the bark of trees, and in 
the warm days of spring they come 
out transformed as moths. 
These 


moths mato quickly and the females

at once begin to lay their eggs on the 
smooth surface of the apple trees. 


They, never make a mistake as to 


the location of their eggs, but always 
lay them upon those leaves nearest to 
the fruit. The eggs ar» about as big 
as a pinhead; look like little specks 
of milk. Sometimes they are so tiny 
that they can hardly be discovered. 
After three or four days they turn 
reddish, and at the end of a week the 
tiny black head of a worm appears. 


The eggs hatch in about seven days 


The codling-moth can be destroyed 


by spraying with Bordeaux mixture—- 
that is, by universal spraying—not in 
patches. 


A man may spray his own orchard 


thoroughly year after year, but unless 
bis neighbor also sprays, the Insects 
will find their way into the next 
orchard 
and cause 
more or less 


damage. 


Various experiments place the cost 


of spraying an orchard three times 
per season at about $11 per acre. 
This includes the use of a team, three 
men, 
the cost of spraying materials, 


and gasoline and oil to operate the 
power outfit. 
This expense Is Insig- 


nificant when compared to the saving 
of fruit effected. 


In some cases the net cash profit 


secured by spraying has been $65 per 
acre. In a 20-acre orchard spraying 
would add on an average $1,000 clear 
gain in a single season. 


The first spraying with Bordeaux 


mixture should take place just be- 
tween the time the calyx cup opens 
and the dropping of the petals and its 
closing. 


This is only about a week, , and 


therefore the trees must be closely 
watched and the spraying done at ex- 
actly the right time. 
Pears, which 


also suffer from this moth, keep their 
calyxes open much longer, and som« 
varieties do not close at all. 


Two weeks later the trees must bi 


sprayed again: this, time with arsenat« 
of lead. 
This mixture will also dis- 


courage the curculio which does s 
tremendous amount of damage. 
It 


should be applied under high pressure 


—generally when the apples are about J to form a fine mist, 
one-half inch in diameter. 


As soon as the worm comes from 


the egg it lunches lightly oft the 
leaves and then enters the apple. The 
worms first hatched generally enter 
the fruit at the calyx or flowering end. 


The worms bore their way into the 


apples until they reach the seed, and 
sometimes they destroy almost the en- 
tire core. 


In about two weeks, after having 


effectually damaged the apple, they 
crawl out, wrap themselves In new 
overcoats, where they are transformed 
as pupae. Two weeks later the little 
moths emerge and lay their eggs, 
which In turn hatch out another set 
of worms and thus the second genera- 
tion is born. 


The government estimates that the 


fruit-growers of this country lose 
about twelve million dollars every 
! year from the ravages of this single 


'• insect. 
That would seem sufficient 


reason for more strenuous efforts to- 
wnrd its destruction. 


Codling-Moth In Its Various 


About three or four week* after th« 


petals drop, a third spraying with 
arsenate of lead should be given the 
trees. A guide for the third spraying 
may be found in the appearance ot 
the eggs of the codling-moth upon th« 
leaves. 


This application should be In th« 


form of a fine spray to thoroughly 
coat the surface of the apple because 
many of the first generation of worms 
do not enter the apple at the calyx 
but at the side, and these will bs> 
caught.

Leguminous and pod-bearing plants 


unaided have no more ability to help 
themselves to tho nitrogen of the air 
under any circumstances than hav« 
other green plants. 


Certainly bacteria existing In th» 


soil penetrate the soft tissues of young 
roots of legumes and multiply within 
these lively tissues so as to form » 
little mass of gelatinous substance. 
Responding to the irritation produced 
the plant builds a nodular structure 
about the bacterial invaders, not un- 
like the formation of a gall con- 
sequent upon the sting of an Insect. 


Numerous nodules may be formed 


on the roots of one plant and they 
have characteristics peculiar to th« 
species of plant on which they occur. 


Some characteristically much larger 


than others or they grow In different 
shapes or have different forms of 
grouping, etc. 


In some way not well understood 


these plants with nodules or tubercles 
are capable of getting sufficient nitro- 
gen from the air to serve abundantly 
their purposes when the soil has no 
supplies, and when other plants must 
die from the want of it. 


Either the bacteria are the direct 


agents in the process or they aid th«j 
plant itself to do what, without such 
aid, 
it cannot do. May these leg- 


umesorganisms or some of them be 
made to form tubercles or other plants 
for instance maize? Here Is a matter 
of the greatest moment. Undoubtedly 
they have some times in the past be- 
come adapted to leguminous vegeta- 
tion.

The .deport- 
ment store Is anxious that this display shall be influ- 
entrlal In bringing customers into the store and that 
good results, In the nature of increased sales, shall be 
felt. Every season the opening must be unparalleled. 
The greatest advertisement ever written must sink 


pnt the matter before her public in such a way all to 
attract attention and gain confidence. She has ful- 
filled her part. Now it Is "up to" iho merchandise 
man and the buyer. 
Sometimes the advertising woman Is called on to 


advertise merchandise that has been reduced In price 
because It has not been possible for one reason or an- 
other to dispose of it at the original figures. This Is 
a very delicate business, for It would hardly be judi- 
cious "to acknowledge that the store wants to be rid 
of articles regardless of the money involved. Yet It Is 
advisable, especially in departments where styles and 
fashions change, to dispose of one season's merchan- 
dise before the next season's arrives. 


Ah imported hat costing $100 to obtain Is frequently 


offered at $5 or $10. and although It is covered with 
expensive trimmings the mere fact that the store 
wants to get rid of it will cause the customer to give 
preference to regulation 'hats made and'trimmed In 
American workrooms and marked with the required 


A striking case of this kind, happened In the mllll- 


' nery department of a store where the mlHIncry came 
from Farts In such quantities that the greater part of 
It lingered until the close of the season., The buyer, 
feeling that it was preferable to dispose of these hats 
at any price rather than carry them over, made «uch 
radical reductions that even tbe advertising woman 
gasped In astonishment and then cudgelled her brains 
wondering what kind of an advertisement she cooM 
write in explanation of the wonderful bargains. Fi- 
nally she decided to take the public into her confidence 
bv quoting the real cost of the hats, their lowered . 
prices and the reasons for the reductions. So she

It takes from two to three days sfter the advertw-'

The merchandise 


must be In the ,honse and It must be studied by the 
advertising woman so that, she can write Her story.
